An exchange tells us of the peculiar manner in 
which a citizen of Georgia values his property. 
This property is worth about $tJ,OQ0. But when 
the owner wishes to get it insured, be values it at 
$8,000. When his neighbor wishes to buy it, he 
values it at $10,000. And when he gives it in tor 
taxes be values it at 14,000. This some people 
call nharpuess. Men who would not think of 
stealing or cheating, aud who pride themselves oi: 
their scrupulous honesty will do this kind of thing 
without any remorse. Such conduct ought to be 
severely coudemued. To us it bears a dangerous 
resemblance to those things which are pronounc- 
ed in Proverbs 20 : 10 to be an abomination to the 
Lord. 

A Jerusalem Jew by the name of Solomou Sa- 
phira committed suicide by shooting hi nisei t in 
the head with a revolver at a hotel In Rotterdam, 
Europe. This was the man who, some months 
ago tried to induce the British Government to 
purchase a manuscript ot portions of tbe Penta- 
teuch for five million dollars. This same manu- 
script was proven to be a forgery. After his 
death it was disclosed that Shapira had ottered the 
forged manuscript to tbe German Government 
before taking it to England. So the years that he 
had been occupied in perfecting this deception 
were worse than uselessly spent. Tbe disappoint- 
ment he sustained in his swindle no doubt was 
tbe cause of the suicide. The wages of ain is 
death. 

Daring a recant investigation by the authorities 
aeveral steamer* were discovered to have defect 
l ve life preservers. It is required by law that all 
life preservers mast have a certain amount of good 
cork, and tie able to sustain a certain weigh L In 
the cases referred to, they were found to be mis- 
erable shams. In times of danger person* trust- 
ing to these preserver* for safety would find them 


valueless. Is not this vary much the case spiritu- 
ally | These preservers had the appearance ot 
genuine ones, but the inaide was not right so they 
wen not good. So much Christianity to day ap- 
pears outwardly to be genuine ; but upon investi- 
gation the material is not good. The Lord has 
given us tbe true preserver, and whenever man 
attempts to substitute they are mere shams. The 
Gospel ot our Lord Jesus Christ is onr only sal- 
vation ; so let us cling to that and discard all 
else. 

A case came lately before the public, in which 
too much red tape in our charity turned out to be 
inhuman. A poor man was takeudaugerously ill 
in New York. A physician being called in, sent 
at once to the authorities tor an ambulance that 
the patient might be taken to the hospital. The 
man was referred to one police station and hospi- 
tal after another, each one claiming that where 
the patient was lying was not in their district. 
And had not the physician eventually insisted on 
one district doing their duty, the poor fellow 
might have died before he could get the desired 
relief. Too much red tape is bad euough at any 
time, hut when we see it practiced in the cause ol 
charity and Christianity, it is time to raise tbe 
voice against it. How often have even poor souls 
been lelt to perish tor the want of spiritual com- 
fort and advice because they sometimes lie out- 
side the beaten paths of Christian effort. 

We have just learned of a very peculiar instance 
of self-imposed penance performed during Lent 
at Williamsburg, N. Y. On the first day of Lent 
a well-dressed lady presented herself at the police 
station, in the evening and asked permission to 
sleep there. Her modest, sober and lady like ap- 
pearance, caused the officer in charge to remon- 
strate with her, and advise her against associating 
with the class ot people who gen orally resorted 
there. But it was all to no purpose. The next 
night she came again, and every night during 
Lent When the officer found shewouli herd 
with those drunken and filthy unfortunates who 
slept there, he watched her because he thought 
she would soon become aa bad as the rest. But 
there was no change in her behavior or appear- 
ance to the last. Upon inquiry it was found she 
was a member of a respectable family and had a 
good home. But that this was done a-> an act of 
penance. This to the average protestant Chris- 
tian appears ridiculous and sinful. But the ques- 
tion with us ie, is there not danger of us sometimes 
falling into the same error in our Christian duties. 
We get into the habit of doing certain things 
which are actually beneficial if performed with a 
proper motive. But we find ourselves doing 
them because we think the performance will mer- 
it pardon for sin. Let us beware. 

A writer in the Christian Standard has touched 
the key-note ol Christianity. He illustrates by- 
three men using the same text : " Ye must he 
born again." The first, probably had a pleasure- 
loving congregation, and care had to he taken lest 
he should make his religion an unpleasant one. 
So he tells thein that Regeneration is the work of 
God, and is obtained through goodly feeling and 
"love to the brethren," Water has nothing to do 
with being born again. He surely was uot a 
Baptist. The second was pedo- baptist, and be 
taught baptism as the first essential. 

The third taught what our Bible teaches : "Ye 
must he born of water aud of the spirit." And 
these are the writer's commeuts : "In this dis- 
course regeneration was treated from the begin- 
ning to the consummating act, 'born of the spirit,' 
'born of God,' 'of uncorruptible seed.' The 'word 
of God' was shown to be the begetting ot faith in 
the heart, through the gospel of Jesus Christ, pro- 
ducing love to God, the change of miud in re- 
pentance ; while the actual birth, 'born of water,' 
took place at baptism. The speaker's arguments 
were God's eternal truth, as plainly demonstrated 
in Scripture teaching and by every instance of 
conversion iu the apostolic age. List, .1 ;i, 
we heard that regeneration was the work of Uod, 
and the individual man, beginning with ChriBt's 
sacrifice for our sins, the remote causa, completed 
when the believer in Christ is raised from the 
water of baptism to walk in newness of life. How 
beautiful this simplicity, and bow easy for ub to 
preach the truth in all iu fullness, while it is a 
labored effort to omit or explain away much that 
is plainly taught iu the scriptures." Be it what 
denomination it may, simplicity in form, simplic- 
ity in form, simplicity in teaching, will aid more 
than all the nicely laid schemes to snit the words 
to the people. Batter far, were it, did we but 
gain three souls who were fitted for the kingdom 
than a host who united with us for society's sake. 
Simplicity— tbe only key that unlocks tbe heart 
of hardened man. 

Let our young ministers begin their work, hav- 
ing this lesson well learned.
